Official Salaries. 
No one act of the Republican party 
has brought upon it more severe con­ 
demnation than the passage of the bill 
increasing the salaries of members of 
Congress and the President. 
The 
people have been demanding retrench­ 
ment. A general shrinkage of values, 
aud appreciation of the purchasing 
power of greenbacks had of itself in­ 
creased the compensation of every one 
receiving a stated salary, and all over 
the country an Important reduction in 
t he wages paid to employees was go­ 
ing on. What wonder then that a 
tax-burdened people should cry out 
against an increase of compensation 
to officers that were already receiving 
large salaries ? 
In California we have always been 
paying high salaries to our officials. 
In many counties the incumbent for a 
single term of a county office realizes a 
handsome fortune, and so fierce has 
become the squabble for these high- 
paid places, that thousands of dollars 
are expended in securing them. 
In the flush days of our State when 
fortunes were made in an hour, it 
might have been necessary to pay 
such figures, but we áre now settling 
down to the regular business of life; 
speculation is giving way to regular 
pursuits, and the great bulk of our 
people are slowly building up their 
fortunes in farming, manufacturing, 
and like pursuits. It is therefore high 
time that all salaries, whether paid 
by the State or by cities and coun­ 
ties, should be made to conform to 
the new order of things. In many 
localities these salaries need a severe 
cutting down, and in none that we 
know of, is there any reason for in­ 
crease. Our people are burdened with 
taxation, and they rightly judge that 
as long as there are plenty of appli­ 
cants for an office, it is sufficient evi­ 
dence that the pay is adequate. 
The proposed increase of the salary 
of the County Superintendent of 
Schools, it seems to us, is not under 
the circumstances called for. 
The 
present incumbent receives $900 a 
year. His duties do not prevent him 
from engaging in other pursuits, and 
we believe it is a fact that while he 
has been a faithful officer, fully meet­ 
ing the expectations of those who voted 
lor him, he has mude a very comfort­ 
able thing of it. His successor, who 
takes Ills place on the first of next 
raonih, was elected with a full under­ 
finding of the duties of the office,and 
the salary to be paid. He was not only 
willing to accept, but worked to secure 
that position, and consequently has no 
claim upon the people for an increase 
of salary. 
We do not see that in the present 
state of affairs, with heavy taxes, a 
bonded debt of large amount, and the 
ueoessity that exists for the expendi­ 
ture of large sums in needed public 
improvements, that the people can af­ 
ford to add to their burdens by raising 
this, ar any other salary. At least we 
advise that the matter be carefully 
considered before the step is taken. 


A Permanent Ccda Commission. 
The bill lately introduced into the 
Legislature providing for a permanent 
Code Commission, seems to meet with 
general favor throughout the State. 
Our best lawyers hold that to bring 
the Codes to anything like perfection, 
they will require a thorough revision, 
and, to do this effectually, the persons 
charged with the work must feel that 
they can devote the necessary time to 
it. Such a work cannot be hurried, 
and a permanent Commission only,can 
accomplish any substantial improve­ 
ment. 
It would seeni advisable, however, 
that if this work is to be done, that it 
bhould be well done, and to accomplish 
such a reform is a labor of such mag­ 
nitude, that one, or even two men will 
hardly be equal to the task. There is 
probably no lawyer in the State whose 
acquaintance with the law is so wide 
that he is ablo to traverse the whole 
Held, and suggest every improvement 
needed, and still it is essential that the 
Commission should have a head to 
systematize the work, and assign its 
various departments to the proper 
hands. We would therefore suggest a 
Chief Commissioner, who .shall have' 
charge of the whole work.but empower 
him to call to his aid the necessary 
assistants, to whom he can as; ign such 
labor as they are especially adapted 
for. In this way a Code, compact, 
lucid and harmonious might be se­ 
cured, and the law, now proverbially 
uncertain, reduced almost to an exact 
t clenee. 
W e have received from some source, 
probably the Honorable gentleman 
himself, Assemblyman Cowdery’s 
speech on the question of admitting 
colored children to the public schools. 


W e arc under obligations to un­ 
known parties for copies of Judge Kel­ 
ley’s able speech on financial ques­ 
tions, Henry Carey Baird’s letter in 
relation to Interchangeable bonds, and 
other interesting documents of a mone­ 
tary character.

The vein 
is now about four feet in width, and 
consists of good ore throughout.

They swim with 
wonderful swiftness, pursuing their 
finny prey, and besides fish, Crustacea 
and mollusks; they often surprise sea 
fowl, and have been known to devour 
seaweed. 
Their young arc born 011 
uninhabited islands, barren rocks and 
in caverns, and are at first covered 
with short wool, in which dress they 
do not enter the water, but the mother 
seals, who are very affectionate and 
attentive, bestow' immense jiains on 
them down to the sea and teaching 
them to swim, for they do not take 
readily to the water. 
Without these 
little animals, (lie ,wandering tribes of 
Esquimaux could not exist. Of their 
skins tliey intake warm clothing, cov­ 
ering for their boats, and lining for 
their couches; from their blubber they 
extract oil for food, for light, for 
warmth and cooking; from their bones 
they make harpoons, fish books and 
other useful articles; from their en­ 
trails they form water-proof doth, and 
a substitute for glass to light their 
summer dwellings.

According to a statement of mortal­ 
ity during the year 1873, compiled by 
Dr. Henry Gibbons, Jr., the Health 
Otticer, the deaths from zymotic dis­ 
eases numbered 908, constitutional dis­ 
eases G09, local diseases 441, develop­ 
mental diseases 431, deaths from vio­ 
lence 168,deaths from unknown causes: 
Chinese 397, others 49; m aking the 
total number of deaths 4,002. Died 
under five years of age, 1,469; from five 
to twenty years, 349; from twenty to 
fifiy years, 1,625; from fifty to seventy 
years, 462; over seventy years, 85; and 
of unknown age, 21. 
The males numbered 2,514, females, 
1,488; natives, 6; California, 1,662; of 
other parts of the United States, 592 ; 
China, 428, other countries, 1,285. The 
deaths from small-pox numbered 36, 
measles 60, scarlatina 261, diphtheria 
39, croup 30, whooping cough 70, ty­ 
phus and typhoid fever 98, diarrhea 
and dysentery 55, eholera infantum 
77, cholera morbus 7, pyemia 20, cere- 
bro-spinal meningitis 41, syphillis 16, 
alcoholism 38, cancel’ 66, phthisis pul- 
ntonalis 543, hydrocephalus and tuber­ 
cular meningitis 52, encephalitis 142, 
apoplexy 67, convulsions 121, other
